Sir,—I regret that, having to leave 
fot’ England én Thursday T shall not 
be able to attend the meeting of the 
Anti-Reeiprocity: League next. week, 
and tofgrye*my Views in person on 
the quéstion® of retiprocity. What I 
have to say on the subject has no re- 
ference to party™politics (for I have 
"aay eter ten with politics) /.nor to 
any particular: ‘interests. ~ speak 


this country, and one to whom the 


great development, of the past two de- 


cades*fas been a source of immense 
pride and satisfaction. 

To my amazemért and distress and 
shame I now see the magnificent work 
of a generation traded away for a 
vague idea.or a ehildish .sentiment— 
the splendid commercial and indus- 
trial position we have reached . and 
our proud independence bartered for 
a, few wormy. plums, and. feel it my 
duty to join in the protest which is 
heard.from every section of the coun- 
tiv. ‘Today we ‘are in, an enviable 
position, with.a commerée three times 
as great per capita as that of the Uni- 
ted States, and without a cloud. in 
our sky save the one which has just 
now been raised. Does not. common- 
sense tell 
and let well enough alone? 

... Was Heavy Blow 

The terminiation of the old recipro- 
city. arrangement by. the United 
States in 1866 was a heavy blow to 
Canada, and the fourteen years which 
followed .were full of trials and des- 
pondency, for Canada then had no 
west; she was thrown back on_ her 
self by the Great Lakes,-and she had 
not in herself a great market for the 
support of any manufacturing con- 
cern of any consequences, She cut 
her trees, and lived as best she could. 
During these years annexationists 
were bred of hopelessness and many 
good and honest people urged’ annex- 
ation as the only future open to ‘the 
country... Then came, in 1879, our. na- 
tional policy, and. factory chimneys 
began to appear above our tree tops 
and their number rapidly increased; 
and then came the Canadian Pacific 
railway opening up our great west, 
and from that time Canada advanced 
by leaps and bounds. 

The United States by the McKin- 
ley tariff added brick upon brick to 
her wal] against us, but Canada pros- 
pered more and: more. ‘She was_ be- 
gintfing..to find herself. Then came 
the Dingley tariff, which crowned the 
United States tariff wall with broken 


glass bottles and barbed wire, and 
then Canada quite found _ herself. 
Hear what Senator Beveridge, the 


chief mouthpiece of the administra- 
tion at Washington in the reciprocity 
matter, says about this policy of his 
government: “Not the Bourbons of 
France in the time of Louis XVI., not 
the Tories of England in the period 
of George III. ever insisted on a pol- 
iey. so blind so foolish, so ruinous as 
that so-called statesmanship which, 
instead of fostering a purchasing mar- 
ket in Canada is making Canada a 
manufacturing compefitor.”” And hear 
Senator Beveridge again: ‘There must 
be réciprocity with Canada. Our 
tariff with the rest of thé’ world does 
not apply to our northern . neighbor.

the power of appreciation of music and 
poetry is a familiar instance. His 
weird taste in literature, which enabled 
him to enjoy the lightest and trashiest 
novels, was merely the call of his sim- 
pler brain elements, neglected and sup 
pressed by the constant exercise of the 
higher reasoning powers. Ku: is it pec. 
essary to employ a poisonons drug for 
such purpose? It would appear not. 

Is Alcohol a Food? 

Atwater showed tbat alcohol in 
Small quantities was utilized by the 
body as a foud. It bas tong beep 
known that alcohol is burned in the 
body with the production of energy. 
but potsonous musbrooms also furnish 
nourishment. Likewise, as Atwater 
States, human flesh is digestible and 
nourishing. but that is no reason for 
using it as a food. 


Experience of Life Insurance. 

Life insurance companies are quite 
particular to exclude pot only beavy 
drinkers, but those whose babits show 
@ trend in this direction They are tak: 
ing no chances with alcohol, and they 
do not want to insure people who 
“feed” on it. This is a business mut.

was shown to favor of the abstuinera 

Alcobol is oo lounger used in medicine 
asa direct heart stimulant. It ta of 
some value as a rapidly available tem. 
porary food in the crises of severe ili- 
neas, fever, etc., when it supplies ener. 
gy to carry op the body work, but even 
bere it must be used with caution be 
cause of its toxic effect on the heart 
muscle and the fact that it lowers the 


resistance of the budy to the poisons of 
disease. 

Exciuding the moral phase of thie 
question, therefore, medical Judgment, 
considering solely the scientific evt 
dence available, must pronounce | 
against the daily ure of alcohol.

hiniwelf it Is right, however, that the 
grave rirke of even ocensional indul- 
genee should be known and remem 
hered Certainly no man of feeble 
will power or neurotic family history 
can afford to take the chances. 


Narcotics. 

Opium, cocaine, chloral, bromides 
all are employed either to relieve bod 
ily pain or stifle the overinsistent and 
worrying brain. But, as in the case of 
alcobol, the relief brought by these 
drugs is usually paid for at a high 
rate of interest. In fact, the troubles 
which are temporarily forced into the 
background by such indulgence seem 
to grow in direct proportion to the 
degree of indulgence and simply await 
the reckoning day, when the long evad 
ed life burden must be taken up with 
its added weight or life’s journey for 
ever terminated. 

These remarks do not apply, of 
course, to the intelligent and proper 
administration of such remedies by a 
physician. It is part of a physician's 
duty to relieve pain, both mental and 
physical, but it too often happens that 
a narcotic properly administered in 
one instance is cnrelessly again tuken 
without medical advice, and the foun | 
dation of a lifelong habit is laid. 


Headache Remedies. 

A great deal of barm is done by the 
self administration of beadache reme- 
dies, mostiy of the coal tur class 
These remedies have their place, but 
should be used under a. physician's 
guidance. Many headaches can be re 
lieved by simple remedies. Bathing 
the forebead with a little buy rum or 


man one cup of coffee at breaktart ana 
a demitnsre in the evening should be 
sufficient. Two cups of coffee or tea 
contain a pretty generous dose of the 
drug caffeine and amount to drugying 
the nervous system. 

Tobacco should also be used accord. 
Ing to personal susceptibility. A cigar 
after ench meal will not, as a rule, tn- 


jure the average man, although some | 


are better off without tobacco or with 
an allowance of one cigar after dinner, 
Constant smoking or chewing is post- 
tively injurious, no matter how robust 
or conceited the man may be who in- 
dulges in it. 

Summary. 


Alcohol ts not a food, but a poison; | 


not a stimulant, but ap anaesthetic. It 
impairs mental and muscular efficien- 
cy. It shortens life, even If used in so 
called moderation 

Narcotics mask pain and trouble, but 
do not remove the cause. They destroy 
the will power more effectively than 
alcohol, but do not cause the same tia 
sue degeneration. 

Alcohbot and narcotics should not be 
used in the home, except on a physi- 
cian's orders,

But in 
some cases eye strain is due to overuse 
or improper use of the eyes. Such 
cases are readily relieved by rest and 
attention to proper illumination or po 
sition while reading.

As a rule, catbartics should only be 
used us emergency remedies in acute 
conditions, as colds, biliousness, indi 
Gestion, ete.
